Our great event here, the a rival of Maxi- 
milian, Lax come and gone; and I will try to 
give yo» an idea of the reception. 

At about 10 A. M. yesterday a Ion? string 
of gentlemen, each on the beat horse he 
eonld turn out, and about two hundred • a- 
leches with members of some of the leading 
famillea of this city— but not all, mark- 
went out to meet the new Emperor, about a 
league lrora the gari'a, and I may sav, to bear 
for them during some hours the burning rays 
of a tropical sun in full force. At about 1 
P. M. the meeting took place on the Santa 
Cruz ranche. The imperial couple got out 
of their carriage to salute the families who 
came to bid them welcome and give them 
proofs of their respect and lore.

An hour later a great dust was seen in the 
direction of the city, aud in a little time 
groups of carriages and mules could be dis- 
cerned, In the midst of which was to be seen 
a brilliant body of French officers. In a few 
minutes a salvo of one hundred and one 
guns began to thunder forth, and the bells of 
tbe city rang a noisy peal, heard in the inter- 
vals of the firing. A crowd of persons, with 
colors in their hands, gathered about the im- 
perial carriage, and then ensued a scene of 
noisy v elcome. (he men shouting and waring 
their flaps, Maximilian bowing, and the 
French officers about, him smiling, and so on. 
Vivas rent the air, and all went on in such a 
way as to please ihe best friend of the new 
rule. It was really an ovation. In order to 
come to the eate of tbe city, the imperial 
part^Tiarl lo Hli^ht and go about tiny p toes 
Toot. There they were received by the 
!Tr M.ishops of ibis city and Michoacan, hod 
tbe bishop of Oaxaca, who led them in sur- 
rounded by a brilliaut throng winch nearly 
bore them on bodily. Here they ware sa 
luted by General Raxaine, the French minis- 
ter, and Gererul Neigre. in the church. As 
the princely couple entered the building, 
which was prettily decorated and lit up, a 
band of mu-ir. struck up, filling the air with 
its rich strains. In this temple had been put 
op a tbroue. aid the couple look their Beau 
as tbe Archbishop, Sebasliaa, with the two 
other prelates, sang the I) /mine Sulvum Fac 
Imti rulorem. and tbe ceremony was then 
over. Their majesties then went on foot to 
the upper apartments of the palace, and in 
one of tbe halls the event was announced, at 
which all present gave three loud cheers. 
The prefect then rose and said: 

"Sirs: At the fail of the great mountain of 
Tepeyac, and divided only by a wall of this 
temple from tbe spot where the mother of the 
Alex i car s, tbe Virgin Ouadalapana is wor- 
shipped, the prefect of the first department of 
the empire, the municipal prefect of the great 
s.lv of Mexico, his honor the mayor, his ex- 
cellency the archbishop, aud the other au- 
thorities, present themselves, full of the most 
grateful pleasure and gladness, before their 
beloved aoveieigns, to give them welcome on 
their safe arrival at the gates of the city in 
wbich Hands the throue raised by the Mexi 
cans. I cannot find words to express at o.ice 
our gratitude: for, leaving another throoe, 
riches, country. pareuU, and frieuda, you 
have taken compassion on our troubles, and 
came to make us happy and save us from the 
evils which were leading us to disappear from 
tbe catalogue of nations. By the daily pa 
pers and other means your majesties will 
Idow the wink of a people who, from the 
shores of Vera C'rui to the gates of this city, 
have all raised a glad shout of welcome for 
their sovereigns, with no limit to their rap- 
ture; and I assure, you, Sire, in the name of 
the department under my charge, we will all 
obey and suppnu ibe monarch who has been 
given to us. Long live his majestyi Mali 
ilian V 

Jbeers burst from all those present, and 
ttieTi there was a deep silence, for his majesty 
was speaking. He said: 

"Deeply moved by the reception I have 
met with from all the people on luy way 
here, my emotion and gratitude gains mure 
intensity ou finding at the ga'es of the capi- 
tal its principal authorities coming to hid me 
Welcome in a place so respected aud loved by 
me and the Empress, as we 1 as by all Mex- 
icans. 

"I accept your congr-tulations, and salute 
you with all the fulness of heart of oue who 
loves you and has linked his lot with yours." 

Shouts of approval followed the last words 
of the Emperor. 

The imperial couple then went out upon 
one of tbe balconies to salute the crowd g ith 
eted in front of the building, wbo a^ain burst 
out in loud visas. 

In tbe course of tbe reception, and as the 
Emperor tat u pon the throne, the gold keys 
of too city were delivered to him by the mu- 
nicipal prefect, with a few appropriate 
words.

And now lo describe as btielly as I can the 
scenes iu ibe city. In the following order 
fche imperial cortege went through the city : 
First came a small body of cavalry to clear the 
Way, then the mayor, the prefects, the per- 
sons attached to tbeir majesties' honsi.held, 
the ladies ol honor, his excellency the min- 
ister of stale, tbs grand mur.h il of the court, 
thru tbe imperial couple, with General lia 
■alno on the rigtit of the carriage and Gen- 
eral Salas on ihe left of it. After the car- 
riage came General Neigre and tho Mexican 
Generals and their staff. Closing tho march 
came tbe body of troops acting as the escort 
of honor. 

On coming to the "Peace Arch" at the cor- 
ner of the Mariscala some children ot ihe 
poor house, there drawn up iu a line, sang a 
hynin composed for tbe occasion. From tne 
"ruad elation to the Peace arch the recep- 
tion* as very warm, and it was as much so 
in St. Andres ulreet. From the fine buildiug 
of the Escuela de Mioas, which was very 
prettily decorated aud full of people, crowded 
on (he balconies, portico, and even the ro.it'. 
Came showers of flowers, ribbons, and verses 
on colored paper. The ladies waved heir 
small handkerchiefs, and the children clap- 
ped tbeir bauds. As to tbe men and boys, 
tbey waved tbeir caps, and from all came 
loud vivas; the more notably from the lips of 
tho bojs, who, like your own boys, ever wish 
to mske a noise for ihe fun of the thing. 

A* this point the impetial cairisge drew 
up f.r a moment in order that their majesties 
might respond to all this welcome. It then 
went on. In Vtijara street it again came to 
a, stop in front of the theatre, in|be vestibule 
of wnicb there wai a small throne. Under a 
lineF pavilion iu the middle of tbe street the 
commissioners of the department of Guana- 
juata were waiting tu bid welcome to tbe 
Emperor. 

In lront of the Minerla a child very neatly 
dressed presented an olive brauch to their 
majesties- Another child oflfsred them, with 
«asy grace, a binall handkerchief prettily 
bordered. 

On arriving at the cathedral the cortege 
was received iu the porch by all the commit- 
tees there waiting, under the direction of ihe 
sub sec etarii-s ol state. Over the main door 
of tbe cathedral was a very pretty arch of 
flowers. It was of great hise and made to- 
tally of pinks, red and white, the latter 
color serving to letter the inscription— "Xech- 
imilco to bis Emperor, Maximilian I, June 
11, lt?C4." It wan put up by the poor, and 
its aroma filled all the porch with a sweei 
odor. 

From this point to the main door ot the 

false* there was a fine show of colors and 
unting in every form and device. A bat 
tery posted in fn.nt ol the palace fired salvos, 
fillii g the air with a vile odor of nitre, a 
much less agreeable odor than that of the 
pretty pii.ks in the arch over the porch of ihe 
cathedral; tint this smell of powder is a tine 
fua non in ail state displays, as it gives one 
an idea of ilie f .rre of tlioas who control the 
guns which emit the vile smell — in fact, this 
18 rrlat liierally. 

The^Huza 3e Armas was full of people, 
rr.m all the churches came tbe clang of 
bells, and, by ihe way, some of them h*ve a 
by no means euphonious sound. Ifexamiued, 
tbey would. I »m sure, be found to have some 
•nwkl in them. 

On enterii g the palace his m»p< y ran np 
the Mexican flag which had been waving 
since the dawn of day on all the other public 
bui'dli gs Ttm imperial party *WM up the 
tnsin stsj ca-e toMl» grand hall of -he hroi,« 
in which *ere two fine portraits in oil so) pr- 
of tbe in perUI couple. Into ihe in efi.tr 
f-u'les of n»>n>s lhev ihen went., ihe duo's iaf 
tytuch Were guaided by n^oardiero, ami in a 



little tirjie they enroe out and sat upon the 
throne. On the siep« of it, and by the side,, 
stcod the grand marshal of the court., the 
minister of state, and other persons of ihe 
household. Then the master of ceremonies 
rngi,u lo call, in tbe order of etiquette, tho 
i ersons and corporation* wbodesiied to pay 
their respects to tbeir majesties. It was a 
sort of Irvrr, in fact. The first called were 
the eub-secretaries of stale, then General 
Bacaine, with whom came the convnand int 
of the place. General Itacou Neigre, and the 
Generals and other officers of ihe Franco- 
Mexican army. All this being over, the 
Emperor, in a "clear voice, made a reply in the 
usual terms of a man put into a high posi- 
tion. Three cheers were given aeaiu. 

At about 4 P. M. to day, though it threat- 
ened to rain, the imperial couple went out in 
an open ranisge, preceded by the grind mar 
shal f the court, and wilb a small escort, in 
•rdtr to go through some of ihe main stre-is 
of the city, and, at the same time, lo show 
tl.eniselves to the people— in fatt, to see and 
be seeu — going as fur as the road of San 
Cosine. This drive of their majesties met 
with tbe same vivas and demonstration* as 
did all tbeir other movements. Their escort 
fell to the rear, to give place to hundreds of 
geutb men on horseback, who desire I to fol- 
low the can in ge closely. I think this show 
of trust by the officer iu command of the es- 
cor bad a good effect At any rale, it was 
a very civil thing, and he may have been 
bidden to do so. 

view or tbs ovatios. 

It is said that this city was never so deco- 
rated as on this occasion. Even many of the 
Liberals, wbo up to this time kept aloof from 
all show of goo a will, put up little decora- 
tions on their houses. There were some 
houses that had no t>how at all of decoration, 
but they were few. 

Among the inscriptions on ths arches, in 
Mexican were these: 

•'The ancient throne of the Astecs, 0 
great Muximil an, awaits you." 

"The pure Indian race has no other thing 
to offer you, great piiuce, but the sceptre of 
Montezuma." 

"Come, O Prince, and be our firm support 
in the religion of tbe holy Jesus Christ." 

"Go, Sire, to fill the throne of the Aztecs, 
and exercise in it the rule of truth aud jus- 
tice." 

'Gain breath, Mexicans, for the true 
light is guiug to dispel the gloom of perse 
cution." 

Aud there were other inscriptions that I 
did not see. 

toe rm.scn troops. 
At the head of the reception was certainly 
General llazaine, and all his officers vied 
with each oiher in doing everything to make 
the thing go off with eclat. I hardly need 
say that the French have been the motive 
power-in all this display, and they are very 
aclive in getting up such a thing. It is their 
fnrle. Tbey are in their glory under the 
public gaze. Tbe French troops looked very 
well, as they always do wlieti rn grand 
ttnuf. The guard da corps which stood on 
duty sbout the palace were the ci te of the 
force, and smart, hardy meu they seemed to 
be, The ioice of French in this city is uot 
giest now. The army is after Juan x, and if 
he is a good Mexicaii, he will l<-arl it a chase 
over the sierras. The war, if I may call t 
stub, has now dwindled down to the scale of 
airuerilla w^r Siill Juarez may do a good 
deal of misehief. 

1UK IIKXICIN TBOOrS. 

Tbe Mexican tr.iops in Freuch pay — that 
is the men who are to fotm the Imperil 1 army 
— rusde a good turn out to day, especially ih* 
lancets, wto, with their gay pennons and 
small, but showy steeds, cut quite a dash. 

Of Maximilian I do ot think very much 
firm his fa-e- It does not tbow any great I 
qi ality, and it is eveu heavy. The nioiun is 
had. the lips being thick, and the eyes are 
vei\ middling He may be a good man. and 
have the ability so ueci-s-ary lo a prince 
atttut to fill the Mexican throne, but, of a 
surely, he dues not show it. As to all hi* 
aci* and speeches here, tbey have been cut 
out for hiin and prearranged. Time will 
show. 

OINXBAL BAZAIXS. 

General Bazaine is an ahle man, liVe all 
tbo.e wbo hold high positions in the F'ench 
army. To him is d o tbe success and eclat 
of the ereption. It is said that he i, to he 
nmde a Marshal for his good services in 
Mexico; and 1 think there is good ground for 
this report. He seems to be a man of about 
fi ty «ix or so, and has a bold, hardy look. 
In bis full uniform as a General to day he 
lonVed very well. I may notice General 
Ntiure also. He is commandant of the force 
iu this place, and a man after the sort of Ui- 
satne. 1 think that as long as two such 
men remain near Max. he lias little to fear, 
but how long tbey will be on this soil I would 
like lo learn. As soon as the force now be- 
ing organized for tbe Emperor comes out, 
it is thought that the French proper will go 
i.wav. That biaiy of rascals, la leg on 
strangers, is to ttriy, and with the new force 
ot suangers it will iorm, I think, au army 
not at all to the taste of the Mexicans. 

POLITICAL VIEW. 

It may not be too much for me to give some 
views oil the political part, played by the na- 
tive population in the rec puou of Maxi- 
milian. 

At first the great body of the Mexican peo- 
ple weie cerainly averse to having a strange 
pi i nee foisted upon them, and of course it 
was very natural. Then began French iu- 
togue, which first acted up m the clergy, and 
this body, seeing it tbeir luterest to h ive the 
security of Freuch rule, and that if Jnarez 
was to he at thu heud of affn'ra all their cf- 
'tcts would goto the winds — that is, into the 
ebsatof Juarez — made up their minds to go 
for the new order of things, as the Jesser of 
two evils, though tbey, t jo, did not at all 
like the idea of a strange prince, albeit a 
good son of the church, being put upou the 
throne. This party being gained over, then 
went to Work iu t'e cause, aud soon induced 
the poor Indians to go in with the n for the 
foreigner. Their next lask was to try their 
influi uce upon the Mexican population, and 
here fhey found a good deal of difficulty. 
It took much time to work upon this class > 
ai d tbe progress was slow. Most of the men 
were for Juarez, and, though in name good 
sens of the church, they bad uo great rezpect 
for tbeir clergy. 

A part of thia class, then, was gained 
over by the priest party , and a greater part 
r> trained obdurate — ibat is, were good -pa- 
tiii.tM. 

In the meantime the French officials tr ; el 
tbeir hands on first the Generals in the Mex- 
ican a my who did. not like Juarez, and ih-n 
Dpon the officers of Io»er grades. By protu 
ii-ea and other means they iuduced some of 
the Geuetals to go for the new order of things; 
and then these men in turn used their inll i- 
enie upon tbose under ihem, or who had 
served under them. Upon this, as a nucleus, 
a strong party was formed, and with the 
priest patty assumed so strong proportions 
that the tide began to turn, and the Juar. z 
party fell into the minority. From that time 
up to this day the latter has b en losing 
ground, aud now it is a mere body of foiled 
men. 

Owing to all this French address, the part 
acied by tbe native population iu the re-op- 
tiuii has been really a high one It was to 
be expected that in the capi'al tbe friends of 
the French would muster strong, and so they 
have. Iu other parts of ihe country the 
Jusnz party would appear strong, the more 
so In places where there are no French troops 
to control them. 

On tbe line of travel in coming to this 
city , however, the way tiad beeu well swept 
tor the ''august ' priuce who has now taken 
his seat upon tbe throne of the Az'ecs. As 
became along the poor Indians, actuated by 
their spirit nal advisers, came out iu crowds, 
and iu tbeir lude way bade welcome to M ix- 
in ilian. At the towns of Orizaba au 1 Pu- 
tbla the frierds of tbe French party were 
strong, and there, too, the Emperor met with 
a good reception. 

Teiween those places and this capital tho 
college saw no coolness In damp their spirits, 
snd, finally, in this city their reception has 
been a good oue, if not all they could de- 
sire. 

luview, then, of the strength of the party 
gsiuid oveno ihe new order of things, aud 
redisplay made by thai party, it. may be 
said that the Emperor Msxhniliao has re- 
reived a fair rertpliou from the native popu- 
lation, both Mexican and Indian.

LETTER FROM HAVANA. 

iCorreipoiitieBcaof 'ht. Juurual of Coram- rre.l 
Hay aha, June 2tJ, 1UG4. 

The island of Cuba ia now ribbed with 
rails, and has its electric threads connecting 
every city Bid village of imp./L-ince with 
the capital. Thp telegraph lines »xtend from 
Havana east to Puerto Principe, south to 
llatainsno and west to Guanajay. The sev- 
eral stations are Havana, San Antouio de los 
Rauos, Guauajay, Marianao, ltejucal, Bata- 
bano, Guinea, M.tatizas, La Union, Bemba, 
Cardenas, Colon, Sagua la G ande, Vitla- 
rlaia, Cienfuegos, Kemadios, Santo Kspiruta, 
Trinidad, Ciego de Avila, Puerto Principe, 
and St. Jago de Cuba, none of which places 
are now ovei five days' time from New fork 
fer important business purposes. The con- 
nection of St Jago de Cubs with Puerto 
Principe was finished on the l7th inst , and 
will be immediately inaugurated for the pub- 
lic service. There may be a few lateral con 
tasjetii ns to construct should they be deemed 
if sufficient importance to justify theexpense. 

The police of Havana have discovered four 
bars of gold which were stolen from tbe 
British mail steamer Tamar, on a recent voy- 
age up from Colon to Queenstown (Jamaica), 
in ibe bagjeag" of a person who came passen- 
ger from tbe last place to this city. The 
psriy who perpetrated, or in whose posses- 
sion was lound the stolen propeit/, claims lo 
lea Yankee, says he was hern in New 
Hampshire, has re-ided in Boston nnd New 
York, and last from San Frtncisco. He 
claims to bave purchased the gold, bnt the 
ev derce is rather against him. He appears 
to bave been au adroit chevalier d' industrie, 
from documents found in his trunks. Value 
of ibe gold 3U2.M0O. 

A late order of the administration of the 
Custom bouse, is important to Northern ship- 
pers to attend to, as well for their own inter- 
ests as the interest of the r consignees be e, 
wbicb ate lo t&ketffcct on and aW the tcn.h 
of .lily next: 

' All entries of goods arriving in Havana, 
r.ot made within forty ei^ht bisirs nf;,er an- 
cbontge of tin.* vessel, are to toe toned two per 
rent.' To secure against this, consignees 
here should lie advised by mail steamers as 
well as by tbe vessel. All goods wbich, 
fr. ro t'efault of explicit invoices, or descnp 
tinn of packages and contents, Weight, num- 
bers, or yards measurement, as tbe class of 
goods may require, have to be eutereai for 
cxt ru'uBtion, in order to assess the duties, 
wid be liable to a "fine of 4 per cent." 
Where both the above conditions fail — lapse 
of time aud description — the fiae is 6 per 
cent. 

Those goods sre considered for examina- 
tion, when the entry made by tho merchant 
so spec fit s, or when there is any defect in 
tbe description of the goods, by which exam- 
inntion is made necessary — say number of 
packages, contents in numbers, yards, or 
weight of each package as may be required 
by tbe goods. Lumber to be exprotsed by 
the thousands of feet; dry goods iu yards; 
oils, wines, spirits, liquors of all classes not 
ili hollies, tbe weight of each package and 
total weight of each class of good-, iu bullies 
by di z> n. Pesos, corn, pitch, vinegar, cider 
(in barrels), spirits turpentine, iron ware, in- 
cluding furnaces and stoves: iron machinery 
(not sugar mills), should be expressed and 
wiightgivm; hay by the bale; potatoes and 
apples by the barrel; onions, number of 
strings or barrels; salt meats by weight (a 
barrel of pork always 200 lbs); beef same; 
Inril by ihe weight; pickeled fish d o; other 
analogous goods, ihe same rules will hold 
for tbe government of shippers; carriages, 
wagons, wheel barrows, tubs and buckets, 
and wooden machinery (or where the chief 
article used in ihe fabric is wood), by num- 
bers and description. Salt, number of "fau- 
egas," a "fabega," Spanish is 200 lb*.

A great many 
cf the reflections concerning General Sturgis 
indulged in by the newspapers are entirely 
anwerranted. Ho was the man who, after 
t lie fall of L) on and the ret reat of Sigel, fought 
the battle of Wilson's Creek, and he has on va- 
rious occasions been distinguished for pjraon- 
al gallantry and good management of troops. 
The New York Tribune's assertion that he 
blundered Into a defeat when ordered to relieve 
Gen. MulHgan at Lexington, Missouri, is 
entirely untrue His whole force at that time 
was a light brigade, and he was credited with 
eecu:iDg its s&fbty by detecting an ambuscado 
which the enemy bad prepared to destroy his 
entire force The responsibility for the failure 
to relieve General Mulligan belongs in other 
quarters. As to General Sturgio's personal 
habitp, of which so much has racontly been 
taid, we believe it is true, that, like a 
considerable number of army officers, he has 
been a consumer of whiskey, but wo have 
never beard from any competent author- 
ity that he has on any occasion been 
thereby placed at any disadvantage before the 
enemy, but we have heard an officor who 
has seen a good deal of service assert that he 
would rather serve under General Sturgis 
drunk than under any other officer he ever 
Eaw sober." We believe this is csnsiderably 
lees than may be justly ciid in behalf ol Gen- 
eral Stnrgis. He is unquestionably one of 
the very finest soldiers in the service; he has 
been fighting almost constantly from the out- 
break of the rebellion; and, while he has 
achieved victories both numerous and bril- 
liant, this is his first defeat. The presumption 
a priori is that for this defeat he is blameless; 
and this presumption is immensely strong.

It seems plain from these statements that the 
expedition ought not to have been under- 
taken, and that after it was undertaken it 
ought to have been abandoned; but General 
Sturgis is not responsible either for its projec- 
tion or for its pursuance.

The cause of 
the failure of the expedition lies simply in the 
cature ot the expedition. Peihaps under ne 
Other officer in the service could the failure of 
the expedition have proved so little disastrous 
as under the chivalric and accomplished offi 
cer who conducted it. General Sturgis de- 
serves even in this instance, as he has deserved 
In to many instances unclouded by disaster, 
the applause and gratitude of the conntry.

That is to say, at the same 
time tnat they refuse to trust the white 
men of Kentucky under Governor Bramlette 
and Colonel Wolford, they consent to trust 
the negroes ot the Slate nnder commanders of 
tho dominant party, and require the people to 
do likewise. These factionists, it must be 
confessed, are carrying their preference for the 
negro very far; but, then, if we may credit 
their own explanation, the negroes and the 
abolitionists are loyal, whereas Governor 
Bramlette, aad Colonel Wolford, and the rest 
of the white men outside of the abolition 
parly, are disloyal. Hence the former can be 
trusted, and must bo, while the latter cannot 
be trusted, and ought not to be.

' The follawing passage is extracted 
frcm a letter written by Parson Brownlow at 
Washington to his paper at Knoxville: 

I have omitted to etato a most important 
fact and Its results, and that ia, the separate 
call upon tho President of the Kentucky dele- 
gation to the Baltimore Convention. They 
called in a body, and Dr. Breckinridge was 
the spokesman. Tbey entered their protest 
against the raising of troops in Kentucky for 
beme defence, ana the placing of (hem under 
the command of Bramlette and Wolford. Tho 
result of this protest is, that no troops will be 
allowed there, except such aa are mustered 
intd tho service of the United States, and no 
such troops can be commanded, in whole or 
in part, by Wolford. This poiat is settled, all 
may rest assured. 

The news of Morgan's raid into Kentucky 
is here, and I am struck with the fact that all 
parties respond, including loyal Kentuckians; 
they do not regret it, but seem to think it 
well enough, as it will have the effect to make 
the people of Kentucky take one aide or the 
other ot the contest. 

The "fact" which Parson Brownlow "omit- 
ted to state," bnt which he states at last, 
may or may not be "a most important'' one, 
though we think It is at lea3t worth noting, 
as evincing the spirit that animates the aboli- 
tion faction in Kentucky. Be this as It may, 
however, the "results" of the "fact" are notes 
the Parson states them. The "raising of 
troops in Kentucky for home defence" was 
effectually defeated, and the effort to raise 
tbem was formally relinquished as hopeless 
by Governor Bramlette, before "the Ken- 
tucky delegation to the Baltimore Conven- 
tion" made their "separate call upon the 
President."

Press- 
ing appeals from every district hive reached 
us narrating this fact, and urging that the 
white men should be left at home to culti- 
vate the fields abandoned by the negroes 
Against this unfortunate and overwhelming 
influence the Governor has labored to comply 
with the wishes of the Government, until the 
atfcmpt became uttterly hopeless, when it 
was relinquished." Such is the cause of the 
effect in question, with which the " protest" 
of " the Kentucky delegation to the Baltimore 
Convention" had nothing whatever to do. 
Before they left home for Baltimore, they, 
with their fellow mischief-makers here, had 
thoroughly accomplished the result.by sotting 
on foot the policy whose operation the A 1- 
jutant-General describes.

The raid upon the BaUimors and 
Philadelphia railroad was the work of a small 
band of mounted robbers led by Henry Gil- 
more, a notorious character formerly of Balti- 
more, and of course well acquainted with tho 
localities. He cut the road at Magnolia Sta- 
tion on Monday, which is nearly twenty 
miles from Baltimore, took possession of two 
trains, robbed the travellers, burned the bridge 
and station-house, destroyed the telegraph, 
and burned the summer residence of General 
Cadwallader on the Gunpowder or Bush river. 
Gen. Tyler has escaped from his captors, and 
reached Ellicott'a mills, just beyond the Relay 
House, in satety. The telegraph lints be- 
tween Baltimore and Philadelphia were all 
put in working order during Monday night 
and Tnesday morning, and the regular rail- 
road trains are running between Baltimore 
and Washington. The injury to the railroad 
bridge over the Gunpowder will temporarily 
interfere with travel between Philadelphia 
and Baltimore. 

There is some conflicting intelligence as to 
the capture of Gen. Franklin, who was a pas- 
senger on one of the trains captured by 
Gilmore's thieving band ; one despatch says he 
was not taken, and that it was a passenger 
who resembled him, while another says ;a 
r.t.cl force passed through Towsontown on 
Monday night and had the General aid Lis 
staff as prisoners. We hope that the gallant 
efficer has escaped the raiders. The city of 
Philadelphia is acting with great vigor and 
will eend down a force sufficient to drive off 
all the enemy. 

Whcever has not chanced to be in Washing- 
ton City daring an anticipated rebel attack 
can form but an imperfect idea of the panic 
which possesses the non-combatants, and leads 
to the most exaggerated rumors. There is no 
doubt that a bold dash has been made around 
that city and Baltimore, but it has no signifi- 
cance in a military point of view, as the reb- 
els, if they remain a day, will be all extermi- 
nated. Their object ia to steal cattle, horses, 
end supplies, and send them by the way of 
Edward's Ferry, and the fords of the Poto- 
mac, into Virginia, from which they can be 
transported through Snicker's and Manassa3 
Gaps, up the Valley of the Shenandoah 
toward Stannton, to feed Lee's famishing 
army. If that commander expected to create 
a diversion of any of Grant's force for the 
protectien of Washington be has made a 
blunder. Not a man has left the Biege of Pe- 
tersburg and Fort Darling for that purpose, 
and none will be taken. We may remark 
that we do not credit the Washington S.ar'a 
"source of great reliability and intelligence," 
to the effect that 45,000 rebels have come 
down the valley, and that Longstreet had an 
additional force at Gordonsville. The Star 
baa often given currency to wild and improb- 
able rumors, but we have never found that 
"its earliest and most accurate information 
of rebel movements in Virginia" was borne 
cut by the facts when well authenticated. 



It is not the strength of the fortifica- 
tions which Beauregard has thrown up tor 
the defence of Petersburg which causes Gen. 
Grant's delay in capturing it, but it is the na- 
ture cf the ground on the south side oi the 
city. Petersburg can be taken at any time, 
in our opinion, but it cannot be held until the 
rebels are expelled from their works on the 
other bask of the Appomattox river. We do 
rot regard Beauregard's Btyle of fortifications 
as impregnable, though he is very skilful. 
Vickaburg, Corinth, Fort Donelson, and Mor- 
ris Uland were taken, after the best of the 
Confederate engineers had labored assiduously 
to strengthen them. Pounding most be done 
sometimes, and sometimes it is better that 
cautious strategy should take its place. The 
fall of Petersburg is sure, but the time of its 
fall no one can predict.

Be- 
fore any person makes any cigars, either for 
himself or other parties, be must procure from 
the Assistant Assessor of the district in which 
he resides a permit authorizing such trad-, 
and pay the Assessor a fee of twenty-five 
cents. If be wants to do business in a dis- 
trict in which he does not reside, this permit 
must be presented to and indorsed by the As- 
sistant Assessor tf the new district, who may 
charge a tee of ten cents. All makers most 
keep an accurate acconnt of tho cigars manu- 
factured, for whom made, their kind and 
quality, with the name and place of business, 
of the person for whom they are made, and a 
copy of this, verified by oatb, must be deliv- 
ered to the Assistant Assessor, if required by 
him, on the first Monday of every month. The 
penalty for making cigars without permit or 
the pioptr indorsements is a fine of fire dol- 
lars a day or imprisonment, and, for failing to 
meke a return or making a false one, a fine 
not exceeding one hundred dollars or impris- 
onment. Any person, firm, or corporation, 
employing cigar-makers who have not the re- 
quisite permit and indorsement, may be pun- 
ished by a fine of ten dollars fjr each day 
such person is employed or by imprisonment. 
If any peison makes cigars without the In- 
dorsed permit his stook is to be forfeited. All 
manufactured cigars, when packed, are to be 
open to inspection, and, un'es3 rcmorod to 
a bonded wort-house :or expert, easn pack- 
age, bundle, or box, must bave the Inspector's 
stamp, the absence ot which renders tUe arti- 
cles liable to eeizare whenever found. 

Another very important requirement is that 
all manufacturers must make out an invento- 
ry of the quantity of the different kinds of 
tobacco, Bnuff flour, snuff, cigars, tin foil, 
liquorice, and stems owned or hold by them 
on the first day of this month, when the new 
excise law went into operation, and such in- 
ventory must set forth what was manufac- 
tured by themselves or purchased from others, 
with the market price of the several articles.

Col. Frank Wolford: Your note of yester- 
day giving notice that the companies were 
now complete for the regiment you were au- 
thorized to raise for six months' service, and 
requesting aday fixed for their rendezvous and 
muster, is before me. 

The Adjutant-General was dirostei soma 
days Bince to give notice to those recruit- 
ing for six months' service that we would not 
go forward in the organization of these fore?, 
and that those not mustered nor in camp were 
discharged. Your address not then bein< 
known notice could not be sent you. 

The Secretary of Warbavingauthorizsdtbe 
raising of 10,000 troops in Kentucky for six 
months' service on the 3d day of May within 
a limited time, in order to forward the pa-, 
poses of the Government and aid in givine the 
finishing blow to the rebellion, my call w»a 
issued. m 

The number required would have baen rais- 
ed within thirty days, but for the commence- 
ment of the draft immediately folio winx my 
call for volunteers. 

As volunteers in the six months' service 
were not exempt from the pending draft there 
was no incentive to volunteer; but oa the 
contrary, having to take their chances of the 
draft whether they volunteered or not, re- 
Btrained men frcm volunteering. 

To increase tho obstacles in the way cf rais- 
iag volunteers, immediately succeeding the 
draft of a county, the provost marshals, uLd 
otter recruiting agents, were Bet actively to 
woik to induce all the able-bodied negroes 
ia such rounties to run away and enlis'; 
thus withdrawing from the growing crops the 
labor absolutely required to perfectandwrue 
t^em. Large farms have this been wholly 
robbed of labor; and the crops now go to waste. 
The negroes have been made to believe that 
by volunteering, tbey would not only obtain 
their own freedom, but would receive four 
hundred dollars bounty — thirty days furlough, 
with tto privilege of going homo and bearing 
away their families; that they would all re- 
main in Kentucky, and in tbe course of six 
months the war would be over and they free. 
Thus thousands have already been removed 
from the fields where tho growing crops re- 
quired their labor to the w.rioaa ramp3 estab- 
lished for their reception. Tais too in excess of 
what was due from Kentucky. Aod iu South- 
western Kentucky an officer using guaboatj 
find government transportsas aids was actively 
engaged with negro troops in fore bly 
taking hundreds of negroes from the fields to 
his camp; in many instances taking all the 
haLtls on large farms, leaving tbe 'croDS to 
perish tor want cf cultivation. Before that 
course was adopted, agents and recruiting 
brokers from other 8tatee had seduced from 
their owners about twelve thousand negroes, 
lor which the State can obtain no credit, nor 
the owner a voucher. These hav9 gone to 
the credit of other States, and to enrich the 
egenls and recruiting brokers engaged in this 
new mode cf slave dealing. 

Wbile these real obstacles were interposed, 
preventing us from obtaining volunteers, a 
class of men over tho Stare, who contributed 
nothiDg but professioas of extreme loyalty 
for the defence of the country, and who crawl 
on their bellies to lick the foot of rowsa— "iut 
beirg ignorant of the fact that thesix manthV 
men were beicg raised by authority from their 
master — raised the hne and cry against It, and 
discouraged by all means in their power en- 
listments for tbe six moaths' service. 

Knowing there were hundreds ot tho brave 
snd loyal men in Kentucky who would rally 
to your call mora promptly aud enthusiasti- 
cally than to the lead of an^ mi's I could se- 
lect, and boplrg to overcome to soma oxtont 
ilie obstacles thrown in the way of succoa, on 
the 20 h of May I rcqaested you to raise a 
regiment. Yea agreed to do so, and. as I 
expected, have succeeded, despite all the diffi- 
culties. The ar.nouicemcct that yon were 
cstborized to raise a regiment set the 
tongue and p'.n of these super loyalists 
in motion; your loyalty was impugn- 
ed by these creatures, even while the ytt 
unclosed wounds received by you in bat- 
tle with silent but eloquent lips declared your 
living devotion to your country, and proclaim- 
ed the infamy of their slanderous accusations. 
This class of super- loyalists are composed ot 
such as are defiant ot danger by keeping out 
of its way, and who intreooh themse ves be- 
hind the $300 exemption; bar. heroically ds- 
vote their neighbor's negro man to the service 
of the country. 

In view of the facts and the condition of the 
State I have felt coastrained by the highest 
sense of duty to decline offering six mouths' 
volunteers for the present, and have cans -d 
notices to be given to that t-ff-ict. The drat 
In other States satisfies the demand, but in 
Kentucky it is but the beginning of still high- 
er exactions. Our patriotism is equal to the 
emergency; we blame not our soveruaseit, 
but those intrusted with its administration, 
who pervert its just and sacred powers to un- 
just or oppressive uses, and will seek the cor- 
rectives which the Oons itu'ion and laws 
guarantee to theioTal cit tens. 

Von will forthwith notify your Captains to 
disband thar men — let them loek to the grow- 
ing crops, and as fast as practicable by the r 
own labor reoair the injuries which ovar-re- 
crulting is inflicting npon tho people of Ken- 
tucky. 

Be assured tbat your self-sacrificiag patriot- 
ism has secured you a place in the iuaer sanc- 
tuary ot your country's grateful memory, and 
tbat your deeds of brave and noble daring in 
more than a hundred conflicts and stricken 
fields iu defence of our nationality, will il- 
lume the pages which trace the history of 
these dzrk years of rebellion; and with no 
act cf wrong or injustice upou your part to 
bend its light, a grateful country will gill the 
page with the plandit, "Well done good aad 
fai'hlul servr.ni," of your country. »

Governor BramlrtU I Yours of this morning 
in reply to my note of yesterday is at band. 

I regret the existeaco of the clrcamstaaoes 
which impel you to forego tbe organizition 
of tbe regiment which I have raised and ten- 
dered, as it deprives me of my la/it hope of 
doing my bleeding country soma little service 
in tbi3 war against rcbollioa. 

Why any sene bum in being could for a mo- 
ment have thought that I desired to raise 
troops for any other purpose than to fight the 
armed rebels against my country is more than 

I can divine. My desire has been from the 
commencement of this rebellion to see the in- 
tegrity of oar glorious Union preserved ia all 
its parts, and tho just powers of the govern- 
ment restored over the wholo land; aad my 
feelings have undergone no change upon this 
auVject, no matter bow much I m»y depre- 
cate the policy of the Administration as to he 
manner of conductlag the war. I d«sira its 
prosecution with all possible vigor natil the 
armed rebellion is ovorthrown aud lbs su- 
premacy of the law established. 

In order that the men who hive agreed to 
go with me may understand the causes which 
prevent their organization into a regiment, I 
request permission to publish your commuui- 
caiion to me of this date. 

Hoping that your wise and patriotic course 
in the general administration of the affairs of 
our beloved State will preserve ber from ot- 
ter rain amidst the internal strife and con- 
vulsions tbat eurround her, I, sir, with great

The 
l-retence upon which be was arrested I had . 
Lot been able to learn, until yon informed 
mo on last evening that it was upon the 
crnrgeof discouraging enlistments. 

If our country holds a purer aad more in- 
corruptible patriot than Col. Frank Wolford 
be has not been developed. 

The arrest of this battle- scarred patriot- 
hero upen such a charge, at the very time he 
had completed the enlistment of a regiment 
to serve his country, stamps with eternal in- 
famy the base wretch who preferred the 
charge. 

I hare been awaiting to ascertain tho cause 
of bis arrest, and to see whether it was (bf 
uome pretended military offence — or political. 
If tbe former, I could not interpose excep: to 
urge a epeedy trial, by which the malignant 
talrebcods of any charge might be demon- 
s:iakd. If tho latter, we bare sufficient ma- 
terial in Kentucky for hostages — amontrst 
those'wbo favor and urgo each arrests. Tne 
loyal people of Kentucky cannot be provoked 
r driicn into rebellion against their govorn- 
ment, tut in self-defence might justly ret-aH- 
a e political arrests upon those who, amaagst 
cur own citizens, urge or provoke poli.ieal 
ante's and seek to inaugurate political terror- 
ism. Kentuckians must be permitted to hold 
>nd express their own political sratitaaats 
without beicg restrained by arrests But the 
unrestricted privilege of expressing political 
ttntimciits dcec not give license to utter treason. 
t'reeaon isat wtr with our political liberties. 
But there is no treason in ad 70 eating or oppo- 
sing any candidate for office; nor in ths ad- 
voceicy cr opposition to any m iasure of policy 



of treason, as a means of maintaining our fr jb- 
t'om of speech and free elections. 

I feel that it is due to the brave and patri- 
otic Col. Wolford, that he should have my 
consent to publish our correspondence, as it 
meets tho charge upon which he is said to 
have been arrested. I inclose copies o you 
to hand to the Journal and Democrat, as de- 
sired by Cel. Wolford. Rnspecfu ly.

Tnx Nkw Enkolmukt Bill. — The ast fur- 
ther ts regulate and previde for the enrolling 
and calliDK out of the national forces and for 
other purposes, approved July 4, 1861, con- 
tains many important provisions which those 
liable to military service ought to underatand. 
It authorizes the President hereafter, at hia 
discretion, to call for any numbor of volun- 
teers for one, two, or three years, and any 
Such volunteer or enbetitnts shall be credited 
on the quota of the place where he engages 
to serve. Every accepted volunteer, when 
mustered into service, shall be entitled to one, 
two, or three hundred dollars bounty for the 
respective teims of one, two, or three years, 
one-thitd to be paid at the time of muster, 
one-third at the expiration of half the term, 
ond the other third at the full expiration of 
the term; and, in case of his death in the ser- 
vice the residue of unpaid bounty shall be 
paid to bis widow, hia children, or his moth- 
ir If she be a widow. In case the 
quota of any district shall not be filled 
■within fifty days after the President's 
call, ho shall order an immediate draft for 
one year to fill such quota, and no payment 
of rr.cney shall be accepted by the Govern- 
ment as commutation to release any enrolled 
or drafted man from personal obligation to 
perform military dnty. It is declared lawful 
for the Executive of any of the S:»tes to send 
recruiting agenU into any of the States do" 
clared to be in rebellion, except Arkansa?, 
Tennessee, and Louisiana, to recruit volun- 
teers under any call of the President, and 
they thall be credited to the State and I) its 
respective subdivisions which may procure 
the enlistment. DrsfVcd men, substitutes, 
and volunteers, when mustered in, shall be 
organized into or assigned to regiments, bit- 
le*??, or other organizations of their own 
Statf f, and, as far as practicable, shall be per- 
mitted, when assigned, to select their own 
regiment or battery from among those of their 
respective States which at the time of assign- 
ment may not hi filled to their maximan 
number. 

The 20th section of the net of February 
24, 1EC4, art ending the act for the enrolling 
and calling out the national forces, shall be 
cOLStrued to mean that the Secretary of War 
shall discharge minors, under the age of eigh- 
teen, under the circumstances and conditions 
prescribed in that section, and hereafter any 
officer who ihajl knowingly enlist or master 
into the military service any person under 
eighteen, with or without the consent of his 
parent or gnardian, shall be dismissed tne 
service, with forfeiture of all p3y and allow- 
ances, and be subject to such further punish- 
ment as a court-martial may direct, while 
the person so enlisted shall bo immediately 
discharged, upon repayment of all bounties 
received. The 3d section of the e.vno act 
is amended so as to authorizs the District 
Provcst Marshals, under the direction of the 
Prevost Marshal General, to make a draft of 
one hundred per cent, in addition to the num- 
ber required to fill the quota of any district, 
as provided by the section. Instead of trav- 
elling pay, all drafted persons, reporting at 
their place of rendezvous, shall be allowed 
transportation from their places of residence: 
and ptrtcrls discharged at the place of ren- 
dezvous shall be allowed transportation to 
their places of residence. 

All persons in the naval service of the 
United States, who have entered during the 
rebellion, and have cot been credited to their 
local qnota by reason of baing in the service 
and tot enrolled prior to February 24, 1861, 
shall be enrolled and credited to the quota of 
their residence, upon satisfactory proof of 
such residence made to the Secretary of War. 
Any person drafted at a time when he is ab 
sent from home in prosecution of his usual 
business, shall be duly notified by the Provost 
Marshal, S3 soon as may be, and not deemed a 
deseiter nor liable ea such until such notice is 
given and reasonable time allowed for him to 
return and report himself, bat the fact of ab- 
sence cannot otherwise affact his liability un- 
der On act. These further regulations are 
not to be construed to alter or affect the pro- 
visions of the 17th section of the act of Feb- 
ruary 24, 1864, nor the provisions of existing 
laws relative to permitting persons liable to 
military service to famish substitutes. 

Ftr.BT Legislative Distkict or tub City. 
A proclamation has been Issued for a special 
election in the First Legislative District of the 
city, to fill the vacancy in the Lower House 
of the General Assembly caused by the death 
of our lamented friend, Hugh Irvine; and the 
near approach of the August elections re- 
niitdj us that steps should be taken at ouce to 
supply the vacancy. A call is made this 
morning, in another column, upon M. A. 
Downing, Esq., to allow his name to be used 
as Mr. Irvine's suceessor. Mr. Downing is an 
old citizen of the district, and is very closely 
identified by business interest and political 
sentiment with the people of tne district. 
Bis leng experience and eminent services in 
the councils of the city having made him 
prominent as a local legislator, a better se- 
lection could not perhaps be mr.de. We pre- 
sume Mr. Downing will at once respond to the 
call, and trust that he will not permit amy 
personal considerations to influence him at a 
time when it is the duty of every patriot to 
make all reasonable sacrifices for the public 
welfare. 

The Middlavtown Rcbbeb. — Several witness- 
es have been examined in the case of Jamea 
Wilsen, charged with assisting in the robbsry 
of the Shelbyville stage, near Middlotown. 
It has been clearly established that he was 
connected some time ago with a gaag of 
torec-thkves in Indiana, and fled tram that 
State to escape detection and punishment. 
Wilsen slates that be entered the 28th Ken- 
tucky volunteers when that regiment was 
home in the cerly part of Spring, but was 
never mustered into the service. He is a 
precious villain, with a long record of crime. 
Let him be securely guarded, and receive the 
punishment due hi3 many lawless acta. 

Arrested for Mdrder— John Barker, who 
is charged with murdering a soldier in Jeffer- 
sonvillo in the moath of July, 1862, and who 
made his escape at the time, returned to that 
city on Menday last, and was placed under ar- 
rest. He was brought to this aids of the river 
yesterday, and his case investigated Isefore the 
Provost Marshal. Capt. Dunn returned him 
to the prison at Jtffersonville, recommending 
that he be turned over to the civil authorities 
for trial. 

Turned Oveb to tbi Civil Autuorities.— 
Michael Cliue, one of the parties engaged in 
the shooting affair up-town several weeks 
ago, iE which several shots were fired at the 
ProvoBt Marshal Oapt Dunn, baa been turned 
over to the civil authorities for trial. He ig 
charged with having murdered a citizen, re- 
biding near Lexington, some three weeks ago. 
He is an old offender, and hii case should be 
prosecuted with great vigor. 

Arrest op Deserters.— Wilson Ackley, ot 
eompany D, 16th U. 8. infantry, was arrestod 
"*tbe city yesterday for being absent from 
his command without the proper authority. 
He will be returned to his regiment, charged 
•with desertion. Sergeant Wm. Can, of com- 
pany A, 4th Kentucky cavalry, wai arrested 
in Nashville a few days ago, and transferred 
to this city yesterday, as a deserter.

Tbe Hero or tiik Recimext- 1 Faith- 
ful Duo —During the progress of this was 
many incidents have beta brought to light 
partaking 'o much of the character of wild 
atd thrilling roman-e, that, to those not giv- 
en to idle day-dreaming, or to indulge ic 
speculative tbeoiics, or bright, glowiag vis- 
ions, the? teem more like the sportive crei- 
tfon of fnccy than the embodiment of rea'.i- 
tj ; and, in many ca3ep, when we hear of 
tjie-ec remarkacle incidents, we are loth to 
believe, because we did not witness their oc- 
currence with our own eyes. We are always 
more ready to believo when seeing a thing 
thtn when heariig of it. The war has de- 
vi loped many heroes, not only among men, 
but among animals. We learn of the cool- 
nies and sagacity of the war-horse, the de- 
votion and fearlessness of some petted bird, 
and, lastly, of the noble faithfulness and he- 
roism of the dog. Tho horse, without be- 
tray irg an emotion of fear, bears his gallant 
rider into the very jaws of death; tbe bird 
proudly flaps its wiDgs and adda its song to 
the screech and roar of battle; and the dog 
bravely advances with his loved master when 
the regiment sweeps forward on the terrible 
charge, and he is fearless and even sportive 
amid the fearful sheet of flame, the thunder- 
ing echoes, and the carnage of the dreid bat- 
tie-field. If the master falls, he watchea by 
bis side, and fondly licks his bleeding 
wcunds. Brave in spirit, and fiithfal in Sa- 
gacity, the dog is the proudest of tha heroes 
of the dumb-brute creation. 

Yesterday w« gazed upon one of these dog 
heroes, and learned his eventful stary. Three 
years ago, when the 11th Ohio volunteer in- 
fantry left Columbus, Ohio, fjr the fnld o' 
war, a young lady presented to company A of 
the regiment a beautiful, bright-oyeJ spaniel. 
Tbe dog was young, and became the pet ef 
the company. The men guarded it at first as 
much for the brighteyts of th« fair lady asf n 
the docility and sagacity of the animil. Tho 
rpaniel was named Curly, and it early formed 
a waim attachment for the company, aud 
entered in all of its triumphs aad dangora. 
The regiment waa first thrown into Virginia, 
and in all of the bloody scenes of the E^s'era 
oempaignt — tho sanguinary battles fought by 
McClellan. Curly followed hi3 company, and f 
amid the smoke, flsme, fire, andjearnage, ex- 
hibited a coolness and bravery marked and 
astonishing. It mattered not where the com- 
pany charged, it was followed by the faithful 
dog. At two different times Curly was se- 
verely wounded on the battle-field3 of Vir- 
ginia. Tbe members of the company kindly 
drcesed the bleeding wound* and nursed their 
pet until he was again able for the march. 
Tho old 11th, with Gen. Hooker's corpi, wlb 
transferred to the Army of the Southwest. 
At the battle of Cbickamauga, the faithful 
dog was again wounded, and separated from 
the regiment. The men thoaght that he kid 
been killed.and gave up all hopes of ever seeing 
him again. A bout three weeks after the figb ', 
tho regiment was surprised to Bee the wouul- 
ed dog coming limping into camp. Assoin 
as he found his old company, Curly exhibited 
the wildest joy. He was reduced almost to a 
skeleton, and eppeared to be suffering deeply. 
Tet, when fondled by the men, he barked and 
wngged his tail with unmistakable deligh.. 
Skilful nursing and kind attention had apow- 
eiful influence on the dog, and he rapidly re- 
cruited in strength, and grew much better. 
At the stoimingof Lookout Mountain, the 
11th Ohio aided in the gallant charge, and 
bravely faced thestorm of leaden hail. Agiin 
Curly was unfortunate; he was severely 
wounded in the right shoulder by a Minia 
ball, from the effects of which he is now suf- 
fering. When the 11th passed through Nash- 
ville some two weeks sgo en route for borne 
to be mustered cut of the service, the faithful 
animal, in tbe bustle of the movers .i t, was 
separated from tbe men and left behind. On 
arriving at Louisville, the regiment offered a 
large reward to anybody who would recover 
aid restore to',- Ve-m their idol — tbe noble, faith- 
ful Curly. The reward prompted parties to 
make diligent search, aud yesterday the dog 
we s received from Nashville at the office of 
Captain Dunn, to be forwarded to Columbus, 
Ohio. He is still suffering from bis last wound, 
yet wears a cheerful look. Around his neck 
is clasped a steel collar — placed there ttare-* 
years ago — with tbe following inscription: 
"I am company A's dog; whose dog are you? 
11th Ohio volunteer Infantry D. 8. A." 

We understand that this noble hero of tho 
canine species will be forwarded to the Gov- 
ernor of Ohio to-day, who intends to make 
him an honorary member of the capital. Ho 
returns from the battle-field a "war-worn 
Teteran," marked with honorable wouads, 
and with a history of which the pronaejt 
might well be proud. Noble Curly, faithful 
dog I the State of Ohio should gratefully cher- 
ish your memory as the noblest 'of your 
species I 

Brutal Assault. — On Tuesday night of 
last week, two rowdies made a violent and 
uncalled-for assault on a soldier on duty at 
Barracks No. 1. The soldier was returning 
with a young lady from a dancing party in 
the lower part of the city, when be was rude- 
ly accosted by tbe roughs — Jack and James 
May.

Baltihobi, Jiity 12. 
We bave nothing from Washington but Idb 
ctreet rumors — no despatches, no papers, no 
trains. 

The Amencsn has just received informa- 
tion from Frederick that yesterday the rabals 
were again driven out of that city, and the 
old flag again waves over it. Yesterday 
morr lucr, about 9 o'clock, adivision of Cole s 
tnvalry csxu dashing in, and a ught took 
place in the streets between our troops and 
tbe small rebel guard of one hundred men 
It ft there. A Captain was killed, and the 
balance of the rebels were driven out, and 
puisutdinthe direction of Monocacy. The 
ftels had demanded a contribution of $20,000 
i 1 greenbacks. 

A committee of citizens were appointed to 
negotiate with them for the safety of persons 
and prolierty, and a pledge was finally given 
that if money was paid no one would b9 mo- 
lested, which pledge was kept, aid the money 
paid down. The only property destroyed 
was the Government stables, which wete fired 
on Sunday. During the time of the rebels 
poeeeesion thetr foraging parties went out in 
to the country to secure horses and ctttle 
and came in with large droved of 
cattle, pigs, and sheep, and at tim^s 
the main streets of Frederick were lit- 
eracy filled with horses and cattle, all o* 
which were driven down to fords and sent 
acroES to Virginia. Our informant sta'e. 
that be came to tbe city by the Bal imcrd pike 
and the only rebels he met on the road were 
some 15 cavalrymen near Carroll's Hanor, 14 
miles trom Baltimore. They inquired of him 
it be knew anything of tke whereabouts ol 
Bradley F. Johnson's cavalry. He replied 
that be did net; but shortly after 'earn- 
ed tbat Johnson had crossed the pike 
at Carroll's Manor at 9 o'clock, yej- 
terdty morning with an immense train 
of crptured property, going towards the Po 
tomac. As he had command of tbe raider* 
in this vicinity, it may be presumed the; 
have all gone toward the Potomac. The roo- 
els did very slight damage to the Mouocacv 
iron bridge. Tbe conductor of the 9 o'clock 
Washington train reported that there hai 
betn so fighting up to the time h9 left, at 
a quarter to one o'clock. The telegraph was 
cut, I learn, at Annapolis Junction. The reb- 
els obtained possession of the road at Bjtts- 
ville and Blrxenebnrg about 10 o'clock, and, 
up to tbe latest advices, still beld it, amusing 
themselves destroying oridges and tearing up 
tbe track. They are said to be in considerable 
force.

For nearly two years the rebel pirates have 
been a source ef annoyance to the NaVy 0»- 
partment The recognition of the rebel as 
belligerents by the principal maritime powers 
at ibe commencement of hus-iluies. gave 
s'rrrg'h and character to the insurrection, 
ahicb it could never have bad bat for that re- 
cognition. The United States had an exten- 
sive commerce which penetrated every sea, 
while tbe rebels were witnonl commerce or 
ships. The United Slates bad a navy, add 
sqaadrons on almost every o.i-so; the rebaii 
bad not a single armed Towel at home or 
abroad. 

When the Sumpter, a veisrl stolen from oar 
mercban's, made ner escape and went abroad 
armed, bat without a recsgaised nat.ua airy, 
to sens acd destroy our mercnammen upon 
tbe high seas, she found, anliks ihe Algariue 
corsairs, lefoge and protection within the 
maritime jurisdiction of the graat Baropean 
Piwe-s wi b whom tbe United States were in 
friendsnip; and finally, alter being followed 
by our cruisers into the harbor ot Gioraltar, 
Bhe was permitted by tbe authorities to remain 
not only iwenty-fear hours, bat m ire thai
